Shark Wrenches Man From Flashes Of Life 
Qrasb Of His Companion 


New Orleans, April 14 (AP) — 
The story of a grim tug-of-war 
with a shark In a futile effort to 
save the life of a wounded ship­ 
mate was told here Monday by a 
crewman of a large Panamanian 
ship torpedoed and shelled in 
the Caribbean on March 8.

view here that he supported an 
injured companion, whose name

Then, he related, a shark 
seized 
the 
m ans 
legs 
and 
wrenched him away. 
"I was on duty in the fireroom 
when the torpedo struck and a 
burst of heavy gunfire follow­ 
ed,’’ said Lawman. “One of the 
shells penetrated the smokestack 
and broke a heavy steam line 
which crashed through the deck 
and fell 40 feet into the flre- 
room, narrowly missing me. 
"Later I climbed to the deck 
and leaped Into the sea to avoid 
the withering gunfire. A mem­ 
ber of the gun crew was strug­ 
gling in the water after having 
been hit by shrapnel, and I m an­ 
aged to reach him just before he 
lost consciousness. 


"Later, while I was still sup­ 
porting him. I felt a tug and 
looked around to sec the fin of 
a shark now- bv. Later he was 
jerked from my grasp and all I 
saw after that wail a violent 
threshing of the water.” 
Lauman later wa* picked up 
by the ship's lifeboat, and re­ 
boarded the vessel upon the ar­ 
rival of rescue tugs.
